Foreword 


Music  is  a  universal  language.  People  of  all  nations  can  find  pleasure  in  a  melody  with- 
out understanding  the  language  in  which  the  lyrics  are  written.  As  the^styie  and  rhythm 
of  music  change,  people  acquire  an  appreciation  for  new  sounds.  However,  it  seems 
that  every  generation  adopts  a  style  of  music  by  which  it  is  identified.  Our  generation 
expresses  its  feelings  through  many  forms  of  music— folk,  soul,  and  rock  among  them.
